School Board of Temple. 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Temple: 

Herewith I submit my third annual report as Super- 
intendent of your schools. 

At the close of the last school year both Mrs. Parker 
and Miss Smith resigned as teachers in the ‘Temple 
schools. Both teachers had taken an active part in 
the social life of the town and their loss in this respect 
was keenly felt. Under Mrs. Parker, who exhibited rare 
powers of leadership and teaching ability, the school had 
been kept up to a high standard of efficiency. While we 
regret her loss yet I believe the town is fortunate in the 
selection of the two women who have come to fill the po- 
sitions thus vacated. Under Miss Bertha Frye of Wilton 
a graduate of Keene Normal School, the work in the 
grammar grades is being carried on in a very satisfac- 
tory manner. Mrs. Marion Fitch of Nashua is filling 
the double position as teacher of the primary grades 
and supervisor of music. The pupils in the lower grades 
have settled down to real work and appear to be enjoy- 
ing it. Under the firm, yet sympathetic, guidance of the 
teacher the children are making good progress. Mrs. 
Fitch is also proving an able teacher of music. While 
general improvement is noticeable in the chorus work 
yet it is in the ability to read music that advancement 
is most marked. 

It would seem advisable that the program of studies 
in the 7th and 8th grades of schools sending their grad- 
uates for the most part to the same high school should 
be uniform; that children in Temple and Lyndeboro 
should have practically the same preparation for high 
. school as those in the Wilton schools. A modification of 
the program in the Junior High School at Wilton where- 
by French, concrete geometry, and algebra have been 
dropped, would seem to make this goal attainable. In 


ae. 


‘Temple.we would need to include in the present program 
general science and practical arts work for boys and 
girls. I believe this could be done without neglecting 
work in the common branches. By the purchase of some 
equipment and through the co-operation of parents, | 
believe this work could be made a success. 

The record of attendance last year was exceedingly 
good, as a glance at the table appended to this report 
shows. The grammar school secured the high average 
for the year of 96.06 per cent in attendance with only 
17 tardinesses. Enrollment in the schools this year show 
a slight increase over last year. 

The last report of the Medical Examiner, Dr. Pease, 
shows that 38 pupils and two teachers were examined. 
Of this number were found 29 cases of defective teeth, 
six cases of hypertrophied tonsils, and one pigeon chest. 
Only two cases of defects remedied since the previous 
examination were reported. It is evident from the report 
that attention to the teeth of the children is most urgent. 
At the time of this writing it is expected that the dental 
clinic organized by the Hiilsboro County Farm Bureau 
will come to Temple about the first of May. According- 
ly an opportunity will be given the children of Temple 
to have their teeth put in sound condition. It is through 
the splendid action of the Ladies’ Circle that the clinic 
will come to Temple as that organization has guaranteed 
the salary of the dentist, Dr. Danforth, and the expense 
incident to the work. Parents of children who are 
treated at the clinic pay the committee in charge at the 
rate of $1.50 per hour. This charge should cover about 
two-thirds of the expense of the clinic. In New Ips- 
wich and Greenville where the clinic has been in success- 
ful operation for the past three months, it has been found 
that the expense of treatment is about one quarter of 
‘the usual cost of dental work. 

Because of the increasing importance attributed to 
the work of a school nurse in this state and elsewhere, | 
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have asked Miss Ellis, who has been engaged only for 
the winter in five of the towns of this district, to give 
a brief report of the work of a school nurse. This win- 
ter Miss Ellis has been paid largely from the state funds, 
but inasmuch as the state aid allowance for health work 
does not cover the whole expense, it will be necessary for 
towns to raise some money if this valuable work is to 
continue. Following is a brief explanation by Miss Ellis 
of her work: 


“After the medical examination has been made each 
year in the schools by the physician, the cards 
stating the defects of each individual child are sent 
to the parents. Often these cards are not under- 
stood and if understood, are many times ignored, 
particularly if the children are able at all to attend 
school. But the physician’s job is done when he 
has finished his examinations and sent the notifica- 
tion cards to the parents. No advice or treatment 
is given by him unless the child is later taken to 
him by the parents for both. Often from year to 
year the same defects in the same children are re- 
corded. It is then that the nurse must follow up 
these cards, going into the homes and explaining 
in an intelligent and sympathetic manner why the 
defects in the child should be corrected, and soon, 
advising the care at home and making arrange- 
ments for surgical aid if such is needed. But these 
are not the only duties of the school nurse. Child- 
ren who are well must be kept well if possible. 
Talks are given in the school rooms on cleanliness, 
nutrition, rest, and all things that are conducive to 
building up strong, healthy bodies and minds. 
Small defects are corrected at once when noticed, 
advice given frequently, and co-operation sought, 
between parents, teacher and nurse.” 


Through the co-operation of the townspeople, teach- 
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ers and School Board the success of the schools is as- 
sured. In my work in Temple I have appreciated the 
support accorded me by all.
